7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for contingent expenses of the town for the year ensuing. 

8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the money 
necessary to pay the interest on town bonds the year ensuing. 

9. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate to pay the commission of Collector of Taxes the year ensuing. 

10. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money on the credit of the town at a rate of interest not to exceed six per 
cent, 

11. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on taxes paid with- 
in a limited time. 

12. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate for the support of the Public Library for the year ensuing. 

15. To transact any other business that may legally come before said 
meeting.

Albert H. White, Henry Becker, Jr., and Willard Jenness, were 
chosen its trustees. Mr. White resigning the position, the 
selectmen of the town appointed Mr. S. H. Harding to fill the 
position made vacant by Mr. White’s resignation. 

Previous to the town’s acceptance of the library, its manage- 
ment had been conducted by its many friends in and out of 
town, who were deeply interested in its progress, present and 
future, and your trustees would be pleased to give the names 
of those who have faithfully labored to establish this institution 
in our town, but the number of those so interested is so great 
that time and space forbid it. 

The receipt and giving out of the books was in charge of 
ladies chosen by those who were directing its affairs, but when 
the town assumed charge their duties in this direction ceased, 
and it was found necessary to engage a librarian to attend to 
this duty. | Your trustees found this no light task, on account

of the meagre pay which they could offer, but they were fortu- 
unate in securing the services of Miss Octavia Becker, at a sal- 
ary of $50 per year, and she has proven herself a faithful and 
efficient person in every respect to take charge of this impor- 
tant work. 

The library is open Wednesday and Saturdays, Pp. M., is well 
patronized as a reading room, in addition to a weekly output 
on an average of 110 books. To check, record and keep in 
place, this output requires the constant attention and labor of 
the librarian, and it is urgently recommended that the town will 
be liberal in its appropriation, that a smal! raise in the way of 
salary for the librarian may be permitted.

Report of Board of Education. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle: 


The Board of Education respectfully submits the following 
report of the work of the schools of this town for the year end- 
ing Feb. 15, 1902: 

GRAMMAR SCHOOL, 

‘ The Grammar school has been in charge of Miss Beatrice A. 
Randall for the entire year, and her work has been most satis- 
factory to the Board. Miss Randall is a young lady of estima- 
ble character and superior qualitications for the position she 
has occupied. Her methods of discipline are to be commended 
in every particular, as well as her ability for imparting instruc- 
tion. She has taken great interest in her work, and has there- 
by inspired in the pupils an earnest desire to become proficient 
in all the several branches. 

Her faithful and thorough work is most heartily approved, 
and it is a pleasure to the Board to recommend her for future 


employment. 
PRIMARY SCHOOL. 


Miss Maud Trefethen has continued her good work in the 
Primary grade, still upholding her excellent record for success- 
ful labors in this important branch of school work. Her abil- 
ity to enlist the sympathy and confidence of her pupils, make 
it appear essential that she should be retained for another year 
in her present position. 

We take this opportunity to urge upon the parents of schol- 
ars the great importance of prompt and regular attendance at 
all sessions of the schools. It seriously interferes with the work 
of the teachers, to have so many instances of absence and tar- 
diness which are accompanied by written excuses from parents. 
Such irregular attendance is an injury, not only to the pupils 
excused, but to the other scholars who are not allowed by their 
parents’ permission to be absent or tardy. A little care and 
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thought would prevent the necessity for the absences and tardi- 
ness mentioned, and we suggest that it is the duty of parents 
to see that their children are in the school room promptly at 
the opening of each session, unless sickness or the most urgent 
necessity compels them to be absent. 

The time has come when our boys and girls must have a much 
better education than their fathers and mothers had, in order 
to enable them to maintain their positions in the outside world. 

The standard of education is steadily advancing in all com- 
munities. Young men and women must have better educations 
and more thorough training, so that when they enter upon the 
duties of earning a living for themselves they may not be han- 
dicapped by inferior or faulty training. 

When our children grow up to assume the active cares of life, 
they will come into active competition with bright and active 
minds in other towns about us. Therefore it is our most ear- 
nest recommendation that all parents should co-operate in every 
way with the teachers and with other parents to make our 
schools and our scholars second to none; and that they should 
make every sacrifice within their power to enable their children 
to remain in school as long as their means and circumstances 


will allow.
